For the forthcoming _ session, 
judging from tne recent declarations 
of leaders in both bouses, is expect- 
éd to bring a vigorous re-affirma- 
tion and amplification of the “back 
to economy and sanity” principles 
laid down at the Legislature’s his- 
tory-making meet in February. 

There is every indication that the 
members of the bi-partisan econ- 
‘omy bloc, who clamped down on ex- 
travagance, chiseling and corrup- 
tion in the SRA, and shelved Gov- 
ernor Olson’s demands for 50 mil- 
lion dollars in new taxes earlier 
this year, have sounded out home 


sentiment during the legislative re- 
cess—and will return to Sacramen- 
to even more firmly determined to 
stay by their ultimatum of “No 
new taxes!” 

But the pressure groups, on the 
other hand, will undoubtedly make 
a last-ditch, desperate stand to re- 
capture control of the public purse 
strings and the SRA administrative 
set-up. Such groups as the Work- 
ers. Alliance (which is now prohib- 
ited from collecting tribute, in the 
form of dues, from relief recipi- 
ents); the SCMWA, which was 
largely supported by dues from SRA 
administrative workers; Labor’s 
Non-partisan League and the var- 
ious Communist “front” organiza- 
tions, are planning to “put on the 
pressure” with every means at 
their command. Mail and telegraph 
barrages, noisy demonstrations, 
marches on the capitol and other 
weapons will be brought into play 
in an effort to stampede legislat- 
ors into voting bigger appropria- 
tions and new taxes. 

California taxpayers, now that 
they have a fighting majority in 
legislature, determined to haut rac- 
keteering and put a ceiling on taxes, 
should make certain that they hold 
that majority—and that the legis- 
ators get warm support from their 
constituents, as well as the brick- 
bats murled at them by self-seek- 
ing minorities. 

Senator Edward H. Tickle, chair- 
man of the Senate Revenue and 
Taxation Committee, and Assem- 
blyman Rodney L. Turner of Kern 
County, chairman of a similar as- 
sembly committee, have both made 
unqualified pledges that they will 
Oppose any and all new tax propos- 
als at the approaching session. And 
both, committees are expected to 
bring in definite recommendations 
against new taxation. 

“We need to leave a few dol- 
lars in the cash register,” said Sen- 
ator Tickle, “so that business and 
industry can go ahead, with con- 
fidence, and put men back to work. 
If the Legislature serves notice that 
it will not permit continued in- 
creases in taxation, it will tremen- 
dously hearten enterprise through- 
out the state, and will do more to 
solve the unemployment problem 
than we could accomplish through 
all the government bureaus in Cal- 
ifornia.” 

And aA Assemblyman Turner 
came the Statement: “We feel that 
it is time to encourage expansion of 
industry and private employment of 
capital, instead of encouraging ex- 
pansion of government and thereby 
placing new burdens on our taxpay- 
ers. We are convinced that no dif- 
ficulty wile be found in marketing 
warrants, so long as our state gov- 
ernment is run efficiently and ec- 
Onomically, and the legislature con- 
tinues to say ‘No’ to new taxes,” 


After a decade of trying to “spend 
ourselves rich,” those statements— 
coming from the chairmen of two 
legislative committees directly 
charged with the responsibility of 
recommending: for or against new 
taxes—are,, definite encouragement 
to tax-weary farmers, business men, 
home-owners and citizens general- 
ly. 

There will be many battles, at 
Sacramento over Specific, acts, and 
methods to be used in bringing 
government to,a point; where it can 
(and must) live within its income, 
but if the lawmakers resolutely stay 
by their edict of “no new taxes,” 
they will have fought a goog fight.

Democrats of the state may show 
by their vote their attitude toward 
a “third term” for Roosevelt, and 
may also figure importantly in na- 
tional political trends in the imme- 
diate future by the manner in 
Which they treat the delegates 
pledged to John N. Garner for nom- 
ination. 

The other two Democratic slates 
are for delegates preferring Willis 
Allen, of “Thirty Thursday” promi- 
nence, and delegates ureferring El- 
lis A. Patterson, the lieutenant-gov- 
ernor. 


The single Republican slate is 
nominally pledged to State Senator 
Jerrold L. Seawell.

“Later he operated a livery stable 
business in Placerville and purchas- 
ed the property in Upper Placer- 
ville now known as the Alex Re- 
vaz ranch. He subsequently sold the 
property to the present owner. 

Mr. Day was then engaged in the 
operation of steam traction engines 
between Camino and Placerville, to 
bring lumber to the rail head here, 
and following this purchased and 
operated the Ohio House, which he 
sold in about 1911, 

Then, for several years, he was 
engaged in the hotel business in 
Sacramento, operating the Sutter 
Hotel, at Concord, at Chico and at 
Jackson, where he owned and oper- 
ated the National Hotel. 

Returning to Placerville he pur- 
chased a ranch in the Nigger Hill 
section which he subsequently sold 
to Joe Skinner, and in more re- 
cent years Mr. Day had been re- 
tired. 

His membership in the Masonic 
order dates from January 16, 1890, 
when he became a member of Na- 
toma Lodge No. 64. F. & A. M., at 
Folsom. A little more than four 
years later, on February 8, 1894, he 
affiliated with El Dorado No. 26, 
F. & A. M., of Placerville. 

In his long residence in El Do- 
rado County, Mr. Day was ever ac- 
tive in the encouragement of the 
county’s upbuilding. As such he 
won many friends and earned and 
retained their lifelong esteem and 
respect for him as a stalwart and 
substantial citizen and a devoted 
husband and father. The sympathy 
and assistance of these many 
friends is extended to Mrs. Day and
